G.S.R. 464. — In pursuance of sub- rule (2) of rule 12A of. and sub-paragraph 
(2) of paragraph 2 of the Fifth Schedule to, the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ 
Service Rules, 1969, the Central Government in the Department of Personnel in the 
Cabinet Secretariat hereby makes the following regulations, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These regulations may be called the 
Central Secretariat Stenographers Service (Qualifying Examination for Hindi 
Stenographers) Regulations, 1971. 
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2, They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Definitions.— In these regulations, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(fi) “Examination” means a qualifying examination held by the Commission 
for Inclusion of Hindi Stenographers in the Select List of Grade II- 
of the Service; 

(b) “Scheduled Castes” and “Scheduled Tribes” shall have the same mean- 

ings as are assigned to them by clauses (24) and (25) respectively of 
article 366 of the Constitution; 

(c) “Hindi Stenographer” means a person holding the post of Hindi Steno- 

grapher in any Ministry or Office specified in columns 2 and 3 of the 
First Schedule to the Central Secretariat Stenographers Services 
Rules, 1969; 

(d) All other words and expressions used in these regulations and not 

defined but defined in the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service 
Rules, 1969, shall have the meanings respectively’ assigned to them 
in the said rules. 

3. Holding of the examination. — (1) The examination shall be conducted by Ihe 1 
Commission in the manner notified by the Central Government. 

(2) The dates on which and the places at which the examination shall be held 
shall be fixed by that Commission. 

4. Conditions of eligibility. — (1) Eligibility — Any permanent or temporary Hindi 
Stenographer who satisfies the following conditions shall be eligible to appear 
at the examination; — 

(a) he should he holding a post of Hindi Stenographer In a scale of pay the’ 
minimum and maximum of which are not less than Rs. 210 and Rs. 530 respec* 
tively; 

(b) he should have been appointed as Hindi Stenographer before the 23rd 
March, 1968. 

Note. — Hindi stenographers who are on deputation to other ex-cadre posts with 
the approval of the competent authority shall be eligible to be admitted to the 
examination if otherwise eligible. This also applies to an officer who has been 
appointed to another ex-cadre post or to another service on transfer if he con- 
tinues to have a Hen in the post of Hindi Stenographer for the time being. 

(2) Attempts at the examination. — A candidate should not have already com- 
pleted more than once at the examination held after the 1st January, 1971. 

(3) Fee . — Subject to such exemptions or concession as may be notified from 
time to time, a candidate shall pay the fee specified by the Commission in this 
behalf. 

5. Convasslng of candidature. — Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may be held by the Commission to dis- 
quality him for admission to the Examination. 

6. Decision as to eligibility. — The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination shall be final, and 
no candidate to whom a certificate of admission has not been issued by the Com- 
mission shall be admitted to the examination. 

7. Results. — (1) The names of the candidates who are considered by the Com- 
mission to be suitable for inclusion in the Select List for Grade II of the Service 
on the results of the examination shall be recommended for such inclusion: 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes, who though not qualified by the standard prescribed by the Commission, 
may also be recommended by them with due regard to the maintenance of effi- 
ciency of administration for inclusion in the Select List for Grade II of the Service 
on the results of the examination. 

(2) The form and manner of communication of the results of the examination 
to individual candidates shall be decided by the Commission In their discretion;, 
and the Commission shall not enter into any correspondence with the individual 
candidates regarding the results. 
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8, Penalty for Impersonation or other misconduct. — A cendldate who Is or has 

been declared by the Commission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabri- 
cated document or documents which has or have been tampered with or of making 
statements which are Incorrect or false or of suppressing material information or 
otherwise resorting to any other Irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination, or of using or attempting to use unfair means in the 
examination hall or of misbehaviour in the examination hall, may, In addition 
4o rendering himself liable to criminal prosecution,— 

(p) be debarred permanently or for a specified period — • 

(1) by the Commission from admission to any examination or from 
appearance at any Interview held by the Commission for selection 
of candidates; and 

(li) by the Central Government from employment under them. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules.

New Delhi, the 22nd. March 1971 

G.S.R 465. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules 
regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Caretaker in the Civil 
Aviation Department, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These Rules may be called the Civil 
Aviation Department Caretaker Recruitment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post of Caretaker as specified 
in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the post, its classi- 
fication and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 
to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, afie-limit, qualifications, etc. — The method of recruit- 
ment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected there- 
with shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 
may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a 

spouse living, or 

(b) who. having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect of any class or 
category of persons.

Explanatory Memorandum 

The Grade structure of the Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre of the Indian 
Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’ is patterned on the lines of that cf Central Secretariat 
Stenographers’ Service. Since the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service was 
re-organised with effect from 1st August, 1969, in terms of the Central Secretariat 
Stenographers’ Service Rules, 1969, it became necessary to re-organise the Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-Cadre of the IFS(B) also with effect from 1st August, 1969. 

2 Since the rules relating to the re- organisation of the Stenographers’ Sub- 
Cadre of the IFS(B) could be finalised only after the promulgation of CSSS Rules, 
1969. it was necessary to give retrospective effect from 1st August, 1969 to the 
amendments to the IFS‘B’ (RCSP) Rules, 1964 containing the rules relating to 
the re-organlsaticn of the Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre. 

3. The rights of none will be prejudicially affected by promulgation of the 
rule referred to above, with retrospective effect.

G.S.R. 481. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
and clause (5) of article 148 of the Constitution, the President, after consultation 
with the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India in relation to persons serving 
in the Indian Audit and Accounts Department, hereby makes the following rules 
further to amend the Fundamental Rules, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Fundamental (First Amendment) Rules, 

1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the Fundamental Rules, for Rule 49, the following Rule shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

“49. The Central Government may appoint a Government servant already 
holding a post in a substantive or officiating capacity to officiate, as 
a temporary measure, in one or more of other independent posts at 
one time under that Government- In such cases, his pay is regulated 
as follows: — 

(I) Where a Government servant is formally appointed to hold full charge 
of the duties of a higher post In the same office as his own and in 
the same cadre/line of promotion, in addition to his ordinary duties, 
he shall be allowed the pay admissible to him, if he Is appointed 
to officiate in the higher post, unless the competent authority reduced 
his officiating pay under Rule 35; but no additional pay shall, how- 
ever, be allowed for performing the duties of a lower post; 

(li) where a Government servant is formally appointed to hold dual 
charge of two posts In the same cadre In the same office carrying 
Identical scales of pay, no additional pay shall be admissible Irres- 
pective of the period of dual charge: 

Provided that If the Government servant is appointed to an additional 
post which carries a special pay, he shall be allowed such special 
pay; 

(111) where a Government servant is formally appointed to hold charge of 
a higher post or posts which is or are not in the same office, or 
which, though In the same office, is or are not in the same cadre/ 
line of promotion, he shall be allowed the pay of the higher post, or 
the highest post if he holds charge of more than one posts. In 
addition to ten per cent of the presumptive nay of the additional 
post or posts, If the additional charge Is held for a period exceeding 
39 days but not exceeding 3 months: 

Provided that If in any particular case, It is considered necessary that 
the Government servant should hold charge of a higher post or 
posts for a period exceeding 3 months, the concurrence of the 
Ministry of Finance shall be obtained for the payment of the 
additional pay beyond the period of 3 months; 

(Iv) no additional pay shall be admissible to a Government servant who is 
appointed to hold current charge of the routine duties of a higher 
post Irrespective of the duration of the additional charge; 

(v) if compensatory or sumptuary allowances are attached to one or more 
of the posts, the Government servant shall draw such compensa- 
tory or sumptuary allowances as the Central Government may fix: 

Provided that such allowances shall not exceed the total of the compen- 
satory and sumptuary allowances attached to all the post.”

March. 1971. those officers and other staff of the office of the Accountant General, 
Food, Rehabilitation and Supply — 

(a) who were ,on or after the said date, employed in the office of the Chief 
Pan and Accounts Officer or any other office subordinate to him, and 
who were, at the commencement of these rules, employed in these offices, 
or 
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(b) who, belna employed on or after the said date In the office of the Chief 
Pay ana Accounts Officer or any other office subordinate to hijn. were 
sent out on deputation from the office of the Chief Pay and Accounts 
Officer or any other office subordinate to him, and are, at the com- 
mencement of these rules on such deputation, shall, on the commence- 
ment of these rules, stand transferred to the office of the Chief Pay and 
Accounts Officer and other offices subordinate to him on such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon by the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India and the Secretary to the Government of the Depart- 
ment or the Ministry concerned : 

Provided that the terms and conditions agreed upon in relation to the officers 
or other staff so transferred shall not be less favourable to them than 
those to which they were entitled immediately before such transfer. 

Explanation .^ In this notification, the term ‘‘Accountant General, Food, Rehabili- 
tation and Supply” Includes his successor offices.

G.S.R. 433. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 79, read with sub- 
section (3) of section 1 60, of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby mates the following rules further to amend the Tourist Baggage Rules, 
1958, name,y: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Tourist Baggage (Amendment) Rules, 1071. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In rule 2 of the Tourist Baggage Rules, 1958 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said rules), the following proviso shall be inserted, namely: 

“Provided that where the Collector of Customs is satisfied that it is neces- 
sary for a tourist to stay for legitimate non-immigrant purposes for a 
period exceeding six months, he may extend the period by a further 
period of six months.” 

3. Tn rule 3 of the said rules, in sub rule (3), for clause (II), the following clause 
shall be substituted, narne.y: — 

“(ii) One inijuar size bottle of wine and alcoholic liquor not. exceeding 0-75 
litre.”, 

-I. After rule 4 oC the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted, namely:- — 

“4A Exemption from customs duty on gifts, souvenirs etc- imported, hy persons 
of Indian, origin . — Persons of Indian origin who have been resident out- 
tele India for over two years may be allowed to Import free of dutv 
at the discretion of the proper officer, those articles which are to be 
given away as gifts, if such articles are such as could be passed free 
of du’v under the Baggage Rules 1970.”
